THB TRIP MADE TO SBATLTE.

Tapoma, Wa.'<h.. May 7. - Notwith- 
BtanrliiiK tlic colil laiii tliat lia-^ lic^'ii fall- 
ing for twd (lays, the iM-ojih' uf the stHtf 
of Washington gave the president a warm 
welcotne at every station where the 
special train stopped yarterday morning. 
It wsa A o'elock when the tram reached 
Chehalis, the first stoppinj? jtlaop in tli* 
state. The jirej-idcnt was; np to ntn-iv) 
the lar^e tTowd a^scnihlcd at tht statinn. 
anil tlio jjeople seemed to aj)iir»'fiat»' hi ■ 
sacrilice of sleep, for they c-hcenMi In.stily. 

Rain was coiiiini? d<jv\ii steadily when 
the train n ai-lnd t'entralia. wht'n> hcv- 
ural hundred people, a Q. A. B. post, and 
a band gave a heutjr welcome. The 
mayor of the city introdncod the presi- 
dent, who made a short speech. Hto])!- 
of a few minores were mad« at several 
fimall stations ^Hmn Isrge crowds had 
a.s8i'nihled. 

When the train reached Tacoma, the 
president and party were condnctcd to 
catriagee and a proces.sion was forme<l, 
composed of companies of the National 
Guards of Washington, and the Sons of 
Veterans, a troop of cavalry, po;it« of 
the Grand Army, Sons of Veterans. Odd 
Fellows, Masons and others. From the 
depot the line of march was up Pacifir 
avenne to Ninth street, thence to C 
street square, whei e all the militia and 
societies were niii.s.'^e*!. The presidential 
party continued up C street, escortetl by 
the cavalry, to the northern part of the 
city, through the residence portion and 
returned tlirungh the City park to 
Ta(,(>ma avenue, where, between Ninth 
and Eleventh streets the school children 
were lined on each side of the street. 
Tlie little ones, dripping with rain, gave 
the president a hearty welcome. When 
his carriage stopped to enabla him to 
make them a brief address, h« wss 
covered with a shower of flowers. 

After making a brief speech tlM resi- 
dent held a reception in the Ghross mock. 
WhUethe praridoit was q>esJdng tiie 
ladies of the party were entartained in 
the opera hotue bv the ladles of l^sooma, 
where a beautiful painting of Mount 
Tacoma was presented br the art club 
to the presideat and Mrs. Harrison. 
From the opera house the party went 
directly to the steamer, which steamed 
ont of the harbor amid the roar of ar- 
tlUery, screechins: of whistles, etc., ac- 
companied by a met oC sKonrsion boats 
gaUy deoovated, SB roots to flsatfle. 

The notaUe feature of tks president's 
reontion, and which deserves q>ecial 
BOOB, was the arches erected on Pa- 
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dfic areBOa. The ant ons was com- 
posed of Mocks oil msssli'u timber, the 
next one, of sombre aspect, was com- 
posed of coal, ths next was a massive 
odnma of pig Iroa followed bj tme of 
iron and sUver ots. Then came arches 
of shingles and Tarions woods, tH repre- 
ssnting the various resources of the new 
stats M Wssbington. 

AT SEATTLE. 

The i'reitldent Reache* the Mont Northern 
Point of Hie Joumejr. 

Sbattlb, Wash. , May 7.— It was nearly 
Si o'clock' when the steamer City of Seat- 
tle with the presidential party, Governor 
Ferrj' jind staff and Mrs. Ferry, Senator 
and Mrs. Allen, Mayor White, of St^at 
tie, and the Seattle reception committee 
arrived at the dock here. Jiut after the 
City of Seattle left Tacoma, Mayor 
White, on bcihalf of the dtizens of 8eat- 
fle, made an address of weloooie to 
which the president responded happily. 
The rest of the ti^ was occupied in par- 
tskhig of an elaborate limoheon. 

The rain that marred the Taooma re- 
cepttott had osased when the steamsr ar- 
livsdalSsattto, bat a ocAA northwest 
wlDdhadsetla. AsttieQityof Seattle 
apnkoadied Mp pier, Ml the steam vee- 
seb, including tire soofe of staameiri that 
had accomp&iied her from Tacoma, 
blew thdr whistles and this almost 
dasleniitg ndss was aogmsntsd bgr the 
boo^Ding of cannon and ihoating of 
thousands of people who ooonpied every 
avaUable space along the wMsr front. 
Ezoursianists from all over tlie state 
and British Columbia, and crowds on 
the streets along which the procession 
passed were pacaed in a solid msss for 
the greater part <^ the route. One con- 
tinaons cheer marked tlie passage of the 
president from the stsaSBsr M> Lake 
Washington. 

The hou.«ws in tlie city were generally 
decorated and l)eantirnl archoe were 
erected at thf prominent street comers. 
An escort ( (miiio-cd of the First re^fi- 
ment, National Guard of Washington, 
Sons ol' Vclcrans and (i. A. R. jjostfi ac- 
coinpuiiit'd the prrsident to the cahlt' c.-ir 
station, where the piijtils of the hi;;h 
school sang an ode ot welcome. On one 
side of the aivh, en><.!tc<l at this place, 
sat the daughter of Chief Seattle, after 
whom the city was naiiii d. Short stops 
were niiwle at the school buildings along 
the route io enable the tinpilH to stH' tlie 
president and odf>s of welcome were 
sung bv tiie little ones. At arrival at 
Lake \Va«hington the 8t<'aincr Kirkland 
was boarde*l by the iwirty for a tour of 
the lake. 

Ou the return to the landing the cable 
cars were again taken to Madison and 
Second strettw, where the procession 
was reformed and the ^)residential party 
was escorted to the university grounds. 
Here thousands of citizens and students 

5ave the president a rouKinjj welcome. 
L program consisting of singuig by the 
puolic school children, an address of 
welcome by Judge Thomas Burke, ad- 
dresses by the president, Messrs. Wana- 
maker and Rusk and the presentation to 
the mesident of f^tlemoi who bad 
volslio* wiUiaBi Hsnnr BanisoB attd 



Ol a iinnioer or omer citizens was car- 
ried out. Among those pnfiented were 
the mayors of several citiea in Washiiig- 
ton and in British Columbia, who came 
to Seattle aspedslly to greet the presi- 
dent. 

From the university grounds the presi- 
dent and party were driven to the spec- 
ial train which left Seattle, amid a 
shouting concourse of entiiusiastic peo- 
ple, at 6:20 o'clock.

The States sa; .-: "The repci t of the 
grand jury 1i! iii;^'s to lit^bt a miiiibcr of 
startliu'; fai ;s co'.k eniing the iLs.sa,H.- illa- 
tion of Il;e I;:te >ui>erinteiident of JH)lice 
f>f this city, the miscaiTiage of jiistii^e 
and tile .siib.seijnent lynching of the pris- 
oners ill the ])arish pri.son. Naturally 
the g;;,iid jury could indict no one or no 
numlier of those conwrned in this busi- 
ness. The •peoj)le' did it: and no grand 
jury could devise a way to indict 'the 
people. '• 

l^e Times-Democrat .says: "The 
grand jurj' hii.s made the proper rei urn 
in the parish prison lyncliing — a l eiiuii 
that Will meet with the approval of the 
entire people, not of New Orleaijs alone, 
but of the country." 

The Picayune says: "We accept the 
declaration of the inability of the grand 
jury to get information as to the partic i- 
pants in the storming of the parish 
prison. The grand jurj[ could not find 
we guilty parties. That is plain enough. 
Any insinuation that the 'entire people' 
of the city and parish are responsible

W.\sHiN(iT(iN, May 7.— The report of 
the New Orleans grand jury upon the 
work of the mob at the parish prison 
there last March led to considerable dis- 
ctission here. Attorney Gtoneral Miller 
declined abeolntely to express any opin- 
ion about it, or to discuss it in any of its 
features. 

The findings of the grand jury excited 
no surprise, for some such couclusi<ni in 
the case was exiiected. At the state da- 
partment the attempt on the part of the 
tnry to excuse the mfraction of the law 
by offsetting it with the alleged attempts 
at jury fixing, is deprecated, but there is 
a well defined opinion that on the whole 
the outcome of the case will be benefit 
cial in its effects upon the turbtilent 
foreign elements in the United Stetee, 
inasmuch as it will make clear to them 
the fact that tliey cannot rely uiwn 
treaties to oscujie r(<six)nsibility to the 
great public for their unlawful acts. 

The report, it is believe<l, dilft^rs in the 
matter of the nationality of the victims 
from the re])urt of District Attorney 
Qratit, now in the hands of the attorney 
general. The grand jury found that eight 
of the men were naturalize<l citizens, 
and that one had declared his intention 
to l)ecome naturalize*!, while the dis- 
trii:t att.orney. it is believed, found that 
one of the victims was an Italian, bnt 
an m a^x'il convict; and that another's 
nationality was so doubtful as to 
make it unsafe to hazard an opinion. 
So at its worst the Italian complaint will 
be narrowed down to two {leraoBBi SBd 
one of them an escaped convict.

BIG FIRE IN N^W YORK. 

IsvMmt BttlM^aga aad Acraa of Uimhar 

Deatroyed. 

Nmw Yokk, May 7.— Fire started in 

the Donciister iron foundry, at West 
avenue and blusiiing stre«^t. Long Isl.'ind 
City, at 11 o( 1< ck last night, entirely 
consuming the building with its con- 
tents. Ti:e < lark & Sampson feed iiii'ds 
ne::t door :i]>o took tire and W( re l)nintMl 
to the uroinid. 't he fiaiiies then spreail 
to the iiini.' ti-;e hiiiiber yards across tlio 
street, which cover seven or eight ac ri'S. 
or tliirteeii city blocks. Several dillVrent 
firms tH-cupv this tcrouiid. aiiioug them 
being that of H. S. VVhitin:'. M. S. Bur- 
roughs, and the E.xport Lull il'er com- 
pany, owned by Wiili.iin U. tiiace& 
Coni|P.iiiy. 

At iii e^i'tit all of tlie luiiil'ir in these 
yards is burning, with no possible hojie 
of saving anv oi' it. This ininiense lum- 
ber distrit I 1.- situated on the north sidt* 
of Newton c:'ee'{. .Just a<'ro;.-j the creek 
are many oil ((fineries, and a t<Ti'ible 
coiitlanrat ion will follow if they should 
iH'conie ignite<l. Foi-tunately the wind 
is blowing t'le other way, and this will 
not occur unh ss it cluuiges and carries 
the flames juto.-s tJie crwk. To the 
north of tlie Immiiig district is the new 
station of the Long Island railrojMl, and, 
as a high wind prev alls in that direction, 
it will probably be burned. The firemen 
are directing all thefar eftorto to save this 
property. 

All the locomotives ef the com- 
pany are in re.idint ss txj jtull out all th(> 
cars in th<' ytird if tlu> depot should !»■ 
gin to burn. The lo.-^s cannot be esti- 
mated at this time, but willconslderablf 
excee<l a million dollars. 

There was a great deal of shipping 
in Newton creek which was t.>we<l otit 
into the Last river by the tngs of the 
Stjindard Oil company, which concern 
controls the inimenKe oil works on the 
south side of the creek.

The Xam» Will Kot Reach Mor* Thaa HaU 

II Million Dollnm. 

PiTTM.i i;o. .May 7.— Several ptreains 
of water wti e kt'jit pouring ujion the 
ruins of Weduestiay night s tire through- 
the day. The dty building inspe< tore 
have completed an examination of the 
burned mstrict and the surrounding 
buildings. They now estimate the loss 
at about $500,000, and say that ver^ 
little of the property is uninsured. It is 
feared that the Sittobuiv Female college 
is a total loss.
